The Naval Hiftory of England, under the 
aufpicious reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
including alfo Memoirs of the famous 
Admirals, and eminent Seamen, who 


flourifbed in that glorious period. 


N the mean time the earl of Effex landed his 
men quietly, the enemy deferting a ftrong 
fort, from which they might have done him 
much mifchief; three regiments alfo were fent 
to make themfelves mafters of the bridge which 
unites the ifland to the main. This they per- 
formed with very fmall lofs, but afterwards 
quitted it again, which gave the gallics an op- 
portunity of efcaping ; another overfight, for 
which no account canbe given’ ‘The Lord 
admiral, hearing the earl was landed, landed 
alfo with the remainder of the forces, doubt- 
ing much whether his lordfhip could have kept 
the place; and while the two generals were 
employed in reducing the city, Sir Walter 
Ralegh was fent to feize the fhips in the har- 
bour of Port-Real, to prevent which, the duke 
of Medina Sidonta caufed them to be fet on 
fire, and burnt, whereby twenty millions were 
buried in the fea. The city and its forts they 
poffefled for a fortnight, and the earl of Fafex 
was very defirous of being left there witha 
garrifon, however fmall; which was, notwith- 
ftanding, over-ruled by the council of war, 
and then it was agreed to fail to Faro, in the 
kingdom of Algrave, where they found the 
place deferted by its inhabitants, and void of 
any thing that could become plunder. To re- 
pair this difappointment, the earl of Effex was 
for failing to the Azores, and there waiting 
for the haft-India fhips; but in this too he was 
over-ruled, becaufe there was a great com- 
plaint of the wan: of provifion and amunirion 
on board their fleet. In their return, they 
looked into the ports of the Groyne, St. Ande-~ 
ro, and St, Sebaftian’s, where they expetted to 
find fhips, but mgt with none; and after this, 
nothing remarkable happened, till their arrival 
in England, which was on the 8th of Augutt 
the fame year. 
glleons, one hundred brafs guns, and an im- 


mence booty, the defire of keeping which is 
conceived to have hindered them from per- 
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They brought with them two 


forming more. But with refpeé& to the damage 
done the Spaniards, it 1s not eafy to form any 
computation thereof. However, this we know, 
that they vurnt eleven men of war, forty fthips 
from the Indies, four large merchant-men_ be- 
fides, and many magazines of amfounition and 
provifion ; fo that, however the people might 
murmer here at home about the mifCarriage of 
this voyage, as from the writings of thofe times 
it manifeftly appears they did, yet taking all 
things together, it anfwered very well, and 
diftrefled the enemy exceffively. 
In the fpring of the year 1597, the king of 
Spain fitted out a frefh Armada from Lisbon, 
compofed not only of his own fhips and gailies, 
but alfo of all that he could’'take up, and hire 
in Italy, or elfewhere. On board of thefe, he 
embarked a great body of troops, efpecially of 
the [rifh, intending to have invaded both Eng- 
Jand ard Ireland; but the winds difappointed 
him, fcattered his fleet, and thirty fix fail were 
caft away. In the meantime the queen refoj- 
ved-to fit out another fleer, under the command 
of the earl of Effex, with an intent to inter- 
cept the plate-fleet near the “zores, after burn- 
ing fuch veffels us were in the harbours of the 
Groyne and terrol. ‘This fleet confifted of 
forty men of war, and feventy other fhips to 
which the Dutch added ten men of war, under 
Sir John Van Duvenwoord, who was knighted 
in the former expedition. ‘They failed from 
Plymouth the gth of July ; but a ftorm arifing, 
they were forced back thither again, and did 
not fail the fecond time till the 7ch of Auguft. 
They ufed their beft endeavours to perform 
the firft parc of their inftructions, but finding 
it impracticable, they thought it expedient to 
fteer for the iflands, which accordingly they 
did. In this voyage Sir V\ alter Ralegh’s fhip 
fprung a maft, which, however, did not hinder 
him, when he had repaired his lois, from pro- 
ceeding to the place of rendezvous, which was 
the ifland of Flores, He had fcarce began to 
wood and water there, before the carl of I flex 
fent him orders to follow him to Fayal, which 
ifland the general himfelf intended to attempr. 
Ralegh obeyed him; but not finding Effex on 
his arrival, and perceiving that the people 
were fecuring their goods, throwing up re- 
trenchmerts, and making every other prepara- 
tion neceilary for their defence, he aia’ the 
, adyice 
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advice of his officers refolved, in cafe Effex did 
not arrive in four days, to attempt the reducti- 
on of the fland, which accordix gly he per- 
forn.ed ; but tho” he got reputation by this ex- 
ploit, yet he loft the general’s friendfhip, fo 
that icoldnefS thence forward prevailed, which 
afterwards increafed to open hatred 

After Effex’s arrival they failed together to 
Craciofa, Which immediately fahmirted. Here 
the general intended to have ftayed, and if he 
had done fo, undoubtedly it h: id anfwered his 
purpofe, and he had taken the whole | ‘ panifh 
fleet; but being a per‘on too eafily wrought to 
alter his purpofes, e took another method, 
which gave the Spaniards, who arrived the next 
2 yy an opportunity of proceeding for Tercera, 

ich the lofs of no more than three fhips, 
hich were taken by Sir William Monfon. 
The ret of the fleet, confifting of about thirty- 
feven fail arrived fa fely i in the port of ‘ngra, 
which was well defended by feveral forts, fo 
that on mature deliberation, it was judged im- 
practicable to attempt any thing there with 
fuccets. 

Vhe earl of Effex, vexed at this difappoint- 
ment, refolved to do fomewhat of confequence 
before he returned. and therefore landing, fur- 
— the town of Villa franca and plundered 

t, after which he reimbarked his forces, and 
said for his return home. In his pall age 
he had the good luck to tuke a very rich Spa 
nifh fhip, which fell into his fleer, miftaking it 
for their own, and had taken another in the 
fame manner, but for the imprudence of a Dutch 
captuin who firing haftily upon her frighted 
her awa. Inthe mean time, the Spaniards 
were meditating great defigrs. The abfence 
of the tnglifh Heet gave them an opportunity 
of fending out their {qu drons fromt.e Grovne 
and Ferrol. W ith thefe they intended to have 
made a defcent in Cornwall, and to have poflef- 
fed themfelves of the port of Falmouth, in 
which leaving a ftrong garrifon, they thought 
next of intercepting the Fnglith fleet in their 
return, when they knew it “mutt be weakened 
by fo rough and troublefome an expedition, in 

which fo longa {pace of time hid been fpent, 
and their fhirs were to return fo late in the 
year. This defign, as it was wifely laid, fo it 
was well conductced ; the Spanifh admiral toined 
his {Guedrons as he intended, and proceeded 
with them to the iflunds af Scilley, almoft with- 
in fi, hi of our fhore There he thought fit to 
call a courcil of war, in order to give his offi- 
cers neceflary inftructions as to the irtended de- 
feent. But tr fo hap pened, that, while his cav- 
tins were on board, a very high ftorm arofe, 
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which hirdred them a long time from getting 
back to their refpective fhips, and afterwards 
entirely feparated their fleet, toflirg them too 
and fro, fometimes on our coef, fometimes on 
their own. In this ftorm eighteen capital fhips 
were loft, feveral forced into Fnglith poris were 

taken, and the ! Spanifh admiral’s tchemes rhere- 
by entirely difconcerted. Nor did our fleet 
efcape the fury of this ter pet, but were terrib- 
ly beaten; however, their fhips being light 
and {trong, and manned bv ; ble feamen, they 
with muc +h difficulty reached our weftern Y Soeit 
in the latter end of the month of October. The 
compafs of this work, I confefs, oug rht to deter 
me from digrefions , but asthe principal inten- 
tion of it is to give the reader ; 1 yuft and impar- 
tial notion of the conduct of our naval aff airs 
under every reign, fo! think myfelf obliged 
to make a few fhort reflections on the facts be- 
fore fet down, in order to fhew how little we 
flood indebted for our fafety to the management 
of our own commanders, or the faults of our 
enemies, and how much we owe to the care of 
divine providence, which a heathen would have 
Called the fortune of queen } lizabeth. 

This expedition .o the Azores might have 
proved, if well manoged by us, the ruin of the 
Spanifh power, and as it was managed, had near 
been fatal to our own; fo much depends on the 
conduct of the comm atider s, and fo little regard 
ought there to be had ro title and quality , where 
the fafety of a nation is at ftake. The carl of 


“Effex was chofen for this command from court- 


motives, fuch as his birth, intereft, and perfo- 
nal accomplifhments, though he wanted almoft 
all the qualities requifite “for acommander in 
chief. His courage was hot and fherce, butnot 
Jafing or refolute ; his wit was quick, ‘but his 
judement flow and unfettled ; and befides all 
this, he wanted experience. Sir William Mon- 
fon, who went the voyage with him, owns that 
their mifcarriage was entirely owing to his 
lordfhip’s incapacity, who was unable to form 
any right refolution of himfelf, or to purfue 
fte: dily any meafures recommended to him b 
thofe who were more knowing than he. Sir 
W alter ings fell into difgrace with him, 
and, as \\ illiam Monfon fays, had fmarted 
feverely. “if the earl had not been afraid of be- 
ing culled to an account for itin England, and 
all this for doing his duty, for performing the 
only important fervice done in the whole expe- 
dition, ‘This deronftrates, that the earl had no 
view hut to his own partical: ar glory, and that 
the publick fervice was to be poftponed when- 
ever it came in competition therewith. By this 
U management 
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management that plate Heer efcaped, which, if 
it had been taken, would have ruined the Spa- 
niards and made us. His fubfequent attempts 
to repair his own honour, and to make a fhew 
of that refolution which he really had not, de- 
Javed the return of the flect, and gave the Spa- 
nith admiral an opporunity of invading Eng- 
land, which an accidental ftorm prevented So 
much is due to truth, and to the intereft of the 
nation; nor would! have this looked on as 
flowing from any pique to the memory of the 
exrl of Effex, who was certainly a popular 
nobleman, endowed with many virtues: but 
where the public fuffers, an hiftorian ought to 
fpare no man, however fupported by the fivour 
of his prince, or magnified by the folly of the 
people.

T isnot benevolence alone v hich m: kes up an 

amiable character, but next to good-nature, 
what is commonly called good fenfe, (which 
confifts ina clear underftanding, a lively wit, 
and a penetrating judgment) renders a perfon 
admired and efteemed ; as the want of this and 
every evidence of weaknefs and folly, makes 
him defpifed. 

Yet neither good-nature nor good fenfe can 
appear to any advantage, when feparated frois 
each other : for when we love and efteem any 
perfon for having a kind and generous difpofi- 
tion, we always fuppofe him to be endowed 
with at leaft a common capacity of reafon and 
judgment, otherwife thofe qualities will lofe 


much of their beauty ; becaufe the kindeft in- . 


tentions may become fruitlefs, if there is not 
prudence to chufe the moft proper means to ren- 
der them effeétu 1; and if the affections them- 
felves are not governed by reafon, but are par- 
tial and mifguided, whilft they are beneficial to 
fome, they may be injurious to others. 

And though the beauties of the underftand- 
ing, fuch as a great capacity, and reach of 
thought, a bright genius, and a ready wit, do 
caufe a perfon to be exceedingly valued and ad- 
mired ; yet it is always prefumed, at the fame 
time, that he is not wanting in the common af- 
fections of humanity ; otherwife thofe great ta- 
lents will be fo far from making him more be- 


loved, that they will rather help to make him 
more hatred and more feared ; becaufe a great 
fhare of policy and cunning, when joined with

ill-nature, ard employed to ferve awicked jn- 
Clination, will be fure to prove moft fatally mir. 
chievous. 

But though thefe two principal beauties do 
lofe ail their fplendor when they are feparated, 
yet When they come united in an eminent de- 
gree, they caft an unfpeakable luftre upon each 
other, and are then moft worthy of our hiche# 
admiration and cftcem. © 

fortitude and courage as it teaches us to de- 
fpife all private evils when we are purfuing 
what may tend to the publick good, as it car- 
ries us with fteadinefs and vigour through any 
interprize which reajon dictates to be ‘Tighe, 
witheut fhrinking at any danger which may be 
in our way ; and as without this no great and 
worthy action can ever be performed, but the 
meaneft and moft abject conditions muft be fub- 
mitted to where this is wanting, it is undoubt- 
edly a moft ufeful and amiable quality, and al- 
Ways procures a man honour and efteem; 
whereas on the contrary every imputation of 
cowardice is moft inf:mous and difgracefal. 

It is this which enables a man to look danger 
in the face, without being difmayed or difcom- 
pofed, or lofing that calmnefs and prefence of 
mind, and that free ufe of reafon, fo neceflar 
to find out the moft proper meafures to be taken 
on any fudden and dangerous occurrence, and 
to put thofe meafures in execution: if itis an 
evil which may be avoided, or if it is what 
muft be endured, this prompts him to meet it 
with chearfulnefs and refolution, and to bear it 
with a firm temper, which very much weakens 
the forces of any calamity, and render the fuf- 
fering more eafy : fo chat it is exceeding ufeful 
with regard to private happinefs, but it feems to 
fhine out in the greateft brightnefs when em- 
ployed ina common caufe, as It enables a man 
to protect the weak, to fuccour the injured, and 
upon all occafions to ferve his friends and coun- 
try inthe moft effectual manner 

Temperance, or a power to forbear fenfual 
pleafures, and to deny ourfelves of private and 
felfifh enjoyments, whenever it fhall be requi- 
fite, is in itfelf always handfome and becoming; 
as on the contrary, to have the appetites ungo- 
verned, and to follow thofe fatisfactions, with 
too much greedinefs , 1s odious and indecent, ma- 
king up a contemptible character ; and It is not 
only when thefe inclinations are exceflive that 
they are indecent, but men are -commonly 
afhamed of every thing which betrays felfth- 
ne{s, even in arfes where it is innocent; and 
they ftudy to conceal ail private pleafure, when 
others do not partake with them ; ail indulgence

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is difapproved of, but forbearence is applaud- 
eq. 

Nor is it at all ftrange thar this virtue fhould 
appear {0 amiable, and be fo much praifed and 
admired, if we confider its fingular ufefulnets 
in life ; for whoever ts inflaved to thofe low 
defires, and immerfed in fen*ual delights, 1s in 
a manner abandoned and loft, incapable of re- 
lifhing higher emoyments, and utterly difabled 
from purfuing them with fuccefs: and as too 
great a bent towards private pleafure in many 
cates acts in direct oppofition to the public af- 
fections, it will not only render us incapable of 
doing good to others, but 1t infenfibly leads us 
into fuch actions as may be highly injurious, and 
will confequently prove of infinite mifchief to 
{ociety. ’ F 

But temperance, ifwe can orce attain to it, 
cifengages us from all thefe inferior attachments, 
and fets us at liberty to purfue what ts moft ex- 
cellent and worthy. Whoever has this com- 
mand over himfelf will find no hindrance in 
following fuci: meafures as his beft judgment 
tells him is moft conducing to his fhappinefs. 
The kind affeétions being no longer oppofed by 
more powerful paffions, will then aé in their 
full force, and there is nothing great, gene- 
rous and beneficient, which a mind fo cultiva- 
ted will not produce. 

Wealth and power alfo are held in high ve- 
neration by the greateft part of mankind, and 
do caufe the pofleffors of them to be exceeding- 
ly honoured and refpected ; fo prone are weak 
minds to be dazled with riches and honours, 
that thefe are more regarded by the generality, 
than virtue or wifdom, or any other eftimabie 
cuality whatfoever : as many perfons are apt to 
make money their fovereign good, and fondly 
imagine happinefs to corfift in acquiring endlefs 
riches: fo they pay their higheft efteem to the 
wealthy and the great, whilft poverty isthe ob- 
jet of their fcorn, and merit in rags is redicu- 

-lous and defpifed. 

But though this proceeds entirely from a 
wrong eftimation of things, yet it muft be ac- 
knowleged that if wealth and power are not in 
themfelves valuable, they are yet the principal 
means, of procuring whatever is defirabie and 
good; and when thofe who are poffefled of 
them, uncerftand the art of enjoying them, they 
will not only be fubfervient .o their own pri- 
vate pleafure, but will alfo enable them to con- 
tribute greatly to the good of others, and todo 
the moft kind and generous aétions. 

Whoever confiders the great ufefulnefs of 
thefe things will induftrioufly endeavour to ob~ 
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tain them by all the ways that are confiftent 
with juftice, prudence and honour ; and willal- 
fo pay a greater decree of refpect to thofe who 
have thefe abilities joined with a benevolent in- 
clination, becaufe they will then diffufe a more 
extenfive benificence, and by communicatirg 
happinefS to great numbers, render a charactes 
more illuftrious 

Natural beauty of the outward form, and 4 
becoming carriage and behavour, do at firit © 
fight {trike upon the mind of every beholder, 
fo as to excite love and refpect ; and all rhe in 
ward graces ef the mind, how engageing foever 
they may be, when they are difcovered ina 
beautiful perfon, do appear ftill more agree- 
able, 

Modefty and humility wherever they are 
found are always amiable ; as on the contrary 
every inftance of pride, or an overweening opi- 
nion of one’s felf, is odious and difpleafing. 

Truth and fincerity are alfo highly valued, 
whilft treachery and falfhood are treated with 
deteftation, nothing being more pernicious to 
fociety ; becaufe a man may do that harm to 
another by fecret fraud and diffimulation, 
which he could not compafs by direct and open 
dealing ; and under the femblance of friend- 
fhip, may do him greater injury, than by de- 
clared enmity and violence. 

Thus by enquiring what it is which wins the 
love and efteem of others, and gains a man the 
refpeét and good opinion of thofe he lives 
amongft, and whit thofe qualities are that make 
up an amiable character, it will be found that 
natural beauty of the body, when united with 
the beauties of the mind, makes a perfon appear 
more lovely and agreeable ; that in like manner 
the endowments of reafon and underftanding, a 
mind well ftored with ufeful knowledge, a large 
compafs of thought, a quick invention, and a 
penetrating judgment, when joined with great 
humanity and good-nature, are worthy of our 
higheft efteem. Temperance and courage are 
in themfelves excellent, as they evidence a mo- 
derate degree of private affection, and fhew the 
felfifh paflions to be under command, but efpe- 
cially when they are made ufe of to ferve the 
purpofes of benevolence, they appear exceed- 
ing amiable Alfo wealth and power, -when 
they «re employed for the public good, render 
a man more extenfively ufeful, and do therefore 
challenge a greater degree of veneration and 
refpect.

effence of irench nobility. ‘To charge an offi- 
cer with want of courage, i isto make him an 
irreconcileable enemy, Blood is the only ex- 


piation for fuch an affront; nor can it be atto- 
ned by any friendfhip. Who would imagine 
that Guife and C o] igni, thofe famous rivals, 
thofe ir reconcile: i y S nniies. whole private 
quirrels had almof defolated Ben country, 
were admired by the whole court, for the ar- 
cent friendfhip which fubfifted betn ixi them du 
rine the firt campaign. ‘They could not bear ; 
to he feparate Ron n each other for a moment 
their diverfions were the fame . , a reef 
ort tafte any pleafure that was not fhared be 
tween them; thev even drefled alike ; and who, 
T fay could ev er have imagined that fo ftricta 
fi lendfhip could have ferminated in fo 
inplac res an enmity, which proved fatal to 
both? yet one une arded word produced this 
aftonifhing metamo orph ofis. 

But, perh. ps, it may be alledved, that the 
Ww orld iS in too yvreata ferm ent, al d too much 
influenced by paffion, to be the abode of friend 
fhip , friendfhip can only be found in holy re- 
treats, and the fecret recefles of a cloyfter. 
Chriftian charity is indifputably predominent in 
every action of thefe holy victims; but I am 
in fearch of fomething more than chari ity. One 

tay bear wich the foibles of his brethren, and 
live peaceably w ith them, and yet not love them: 
and | infift, that itis even impofli! sle there fhould 
be true friends in a cloyfter, and could prove ir 
by a thoufund reafons; one only of which will 
be fuffcient. It is w ith the reclufe, as with 
man and wife: A wife continually fees us, ex- 
amines us, and watches all our deportment fo 
narrowly, that our failings become vifible to 
her. Should fhe give but a doubtful hint of 
this difcovery, or if we do fo much as infpect it 
our love is immediately extinguifhed, and our 
fondnefs for Self cannot bear the fight of a per- 
fon, who, we think, « defpifes us. Thus tt is 
with the Reclufe, they fee each other as too 
nearaview. E very man has his faults, and 
none can bear contempt; confequently there 
can be no fr iendfhip. 

Why are there fo few friends among relations ? 
Whence fuch variances among thofe of the 
fame blood? Pfyche’s very worft enemies are 
oe own fifters. That greatman Themiftocles, 

imired even by an enemy whom he had de- 
ra iced, is hated, perfecuted, and banifhed by h’s 
countrymen, win owed not oly their proper- 

, bur their being, to his virtues; and what 
con be the caufe of fuch setettidle ingrati- 
tuie? ‘Lhetr felf-love ficken’d at the luftre of 
his fuperior merit. Do thefe tender ties con- 
neét thofe only of the fofter fex? The very 
oppotite is truc! Lorn to pleafe, to pleafe is 
their 
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their orly ambition. No woman can forgive a 
étriétion from her beauty; this immediately 
kinctdes on implacable hatred. More jealous of 
her charms thar of her virtue. fhe v ould more 
petierdy erdure the imputacion of vice, th n 
of deficiency in beauty. Put whar friendfhip 
can fu fit between rivals? So far from loving 
each other, they indulge a mutual enmity, 
without pitv, and wit.out remorfe. When an 
uncor + o> intimacy, therefore, is obferved be- 
tween w> your g¢ ladies, it may be concluded 
there hus been no comperition for beauty be- 
twixt them. And can that deferve the name of 
friendfhip, which fach a trifle can deftroy ? 
Nay we not then, madam, conclude that true 
friendfhin isnext to an impoffibility ; that it 1s 
an enjoyment referved for another life ? af 
loufy, ambition, and intereft, having no place 
in the m nfions of the bleffed, and the foul be- 
ing wholly refined from felf-] ve, (no the mo- 
tive of all our aétions) we ma. there tafte the 
fweets of confumate friendfhip. Let me not, 
however, be tho ght to deny, that there are 
many erjoyments in the converfe of focial per- 
fons, altho’ it is neceffary to fet a conftant 
guard upon our lips, to ftudy their tempers, 
know their predominent paflions, flatter their 
felf-love, and palliate their imperfections, with- 
out which the very appearance of friendfhip 
will vanifth. ‘Thefe, madam, are my reafons ; 
I hope they will meet with your approbation, 
for they come abroad only in compliance with 
vour orders, and as a proof of the fubmiffion 
with which I am, &c. A. H.

‘That the 
irl, after the a>fence of a month, returned in 
the dreadful condition, that has been publifhed 
isa known faét. A very fair prefumption fol- 
lows, that fie was confined fomewhere, and by 
fore perfon; that fhe was almoft ftarved to 
death ; that fhe was confined in a place whence 
it was difficult to make her efcape; tht, how- 
ever, this efcape was poflible ; and that at Le ngth 
fhe actually made it. Now, why did this girl 
conceal the perfon who thus cruelly ufed her ? 
It could not be a lover ; for among all the cru- 
elties, by which men have become infamous in 
their commerce with women, none of this kind 
can be produced. Agujn, what motive can be 
invented for her laying this heavy charge on 
thofe who are innocent? Can it be believed 
that a young girl (hardly eighteen years old, 
who hath the unanimous tefimony of ail who 
have known her from her infancy, to fupport 
the character of a virtuous, modeft, fober, sell 
difpofed girl) would emdeavour to take away 
the l.ves of anold woman, her fon, and another 
man, as well asto ruin another woman, with- 
out any motive whatever? As to any motive of 
getting money, nothing can be more groundlefs 
end evidently falfe, than this fugzefion The 
fut ofcription was fet on foot, long after the 
gir sreturnto her mother, by feveral well- 
cifpofed neighhours, and fab antial tradefmen, 
in order to bring a horrid fet of villains to uf. 
tice; which then appeared (as it hath fince 
proved) to be a matter that would be attended 
with confiderable expence. The firft propofer 
ofa reward to che girl was a noble lord, who 
was prefent at the lat examination of this mat- 
ter 1 How-Street. Again, as the girl can 
{carce be wicked enough, fhe certainly is not 
witty enough to invent fuch a ftory : She is a 
child in years, and yet more fo i: underftand- 
ng with Al the nurks of fimpicty that ever 
re d'fcovered tna human courtenance. Ano- 
ei improbabiliry of : he falfhood of her ftory 
arifes from the marner in whi h this girl-h th 
fupported it. Before noblemen, and magifty ates,

and judges, ver‘ons who muft have infpired a 
girl of this kind with the higheft awe, the went 
thro’ her evidence without hefita:ion, confufion, 
trembling, change of countenance, or her ap- 
parent emotion. As fuch a bs -haviour could 
proceed only from the higheft impudence, or 
moft perfect innocence, fo it feemed leary to 
arife from the latter, being accompauied with 
fuch a fhew of decency, modefty, and fimplict- 
ty, that, if thefe were all affegted (which thofe 
who disbelieve her muf fuppofe )it mu'thave re 
quired not only the higheft art, but the longett 
practice and habit, to hring i it to fuch a degre 
of perfection Another improbability is, that 
this girl fhould fix on a place fo far from home, 
and where it doth not appear fhe had ever bee 
before. In this point, her evidence ftands con- 
firmed by the declaration of Wells herfelf It is 
true indeed, that as to her being confined there, 
V ells utterly denies it: But ‘fhe as pofitively 
afirms, that \anning was never there at any 
other time, nor inany other manner. — Hence 
arifes an utter impofhibility of the falfhood of 
her ftory ; for unlefs dhs pape r girl had been 
well acquainted with the houfe, the hayloft, the 
pitcher, &c. how was it pofhible that fhe fhould 
defcribe them all fo very exactly as fhe did, at 
her return to her mother’s, in the prefence of 
fuch anumber of people? Nay, fhe defcribed 
likewife the profpect that appeared from the 
hayloft with fuch exaétnefs, as required a long 
time to furnifh her with the particulars. Ano- 
ther improbability is, that fhe fhould « harge the ' 
pipfy woman, + hen fhe mutt have known that 
woman could prove an Alibi [her being elfe- 
where} and not Sufinnah W ells, who could 
have no fuch proof. 
But the point of evidence, which was the

FOREIGN AFEAIRS, 


Mofcows, February 20. 


HE weather has teen fo cold here for 
fome days paft, that it has occafion’d 
abundance of ciforders: Moft of the 
courtirs who came with the emprefs from Peterf- 
burg have been ill, and msny of them in great 
danger. Her !mperial masefty has rot efcip'd, 
having been extremely out of order for fome 
days with a violent pain in her breaft and head, 
but is now much better, tho’ ftill oblig’d to 
keep her apartment by the advice of her phy- 
fic an. 

Petersburg, Feb.20. A courier ts arrived 
from Conftantinople with advice thet the Porte 
js determined to be no longer indifferent vith 
regard to the affairs of Perfia, nd that by or- 
der of the grand Signor preparstion were al- 
ready begun for aflembling an corey in the 
neighbourhood of Bagdat, which is co confilt of 
at leaft soD00 men. 

Lisbon, Feb. 13. Theextraordinary drought 
which full prevails in this courtry gives room 
to apprehend th tthe herve this year will Se 
very indifferent; for which reafon the court 
has thought proper to fend ‘etimes to foretgn 
countries for a fuficient fupply of corn «hich 
1s to be depofited in magazines in different 
parts of this kingdom, from wherce it will be 
éclivered to fuch as fhall have occafion for it, 
at a recfonable price. 

Madvid, Feb. 27. Weare affured that lieu- 
tenant-general Wall, our ambaffador at London, 
ls directed to apply in the ‘trongeft manner at 
the Britith court, that the execution of the fen- 
tence given againit fome Epanifh captains, who 
have been declar’d pyrates, and as fuch are to 
fufler death. may be fufpended, tifl fuch time 
as more peifect information, relative thereto, 
can be obtained from Jamaica.

Be- 
fides the capital, we keep poileflion of Calvi, 
Ajaccio, and St Bonifacio, which are all pro- 
vided with good harbours, and well fortified 
on the land fide ; fo that we are under no ap- 
prehenfion of the rebels ever becoming mufters 
ofthem. The ftrongef garrifon will be kept 
at Baftia, in order, to take the firft opportunity 
of retaking Son *iorenzo As to any thing 
farther the government feems at prefent only 
determin’d to fecure the places they are pof- 
fefs'd of. 

Berlin, March 13. t's aflured, that a reply 
will foou be mate to the anfwer made by the 
Britith court, in order to ftrengthen the rea 
fons given by his majefty, in the expofition of 
the motives for deta ning the remainder of the 
loan upon Silefia.
